The federal g o v ernment may co me to Dix ­ 
o n’s aid in allev iating a serio us flash flo o ding 
pro blem o n the city ’s so utheast side. The city 
may benefit with a lake as a bo nus fro m the 
pro ject. 
Co mmissio ner Tho mas Densmo re repo rt­ 
ed to the City Co uncil at its Mo nday nig ht 
meeting at City Hall that he and May o r Wil­ 
liam L. Nay lo r had attended a meeting o f the 
Blackhawk Hills Reso urce Co nserv atio n and 
Dev elo pment Co uncil to learn Dix o n had been 
cho sen a s o ne o f six areas in which the federal 
g o v ernment wants to help with a flo o d pro b­ 
lem. 
“ They tho ug ht the mo st eco no mical ap­ 
pro ach was a sto rm water sto rag e la ke,” said 
Densmo re. That pro ject was co nceiv ed by 
Willett, Ho fmann and Asso c., the eng ineering 
firm hired to make a drainag e study o n the 
city ’s entire so uth side. 
Densmo re further repo rted the g o v ern­ 
ment wo uld like to create a permanent lake, if 
so il co nditio ns permit. If so il tests are unsat- 
isfato ry , a dry lake wo uld be built, o ne which 
wo uld trap run-o ff water and let it run o ut at 
acceptable lev els to av o id flo o ding the o pen 
ditches. In two recent y ears, residents o f the 
area were v ictims o f flash flo o ds fro m heav y 
rains. 
If a permanent lake dev elo ps fro m the 
pro ject, the area surro unding it co uld be de­ 
v elo ped into a recreatio n a rea, Nay lo r added. 
J im G. Burke was the o nly co uncil m em ­ 
ber to raise a questio n. 
“ I’v e been inv o lv ed in this flo o d situatio n 
fro m the sta rt,” he co mmented. “ The o nly 
thing that wo rries me is a statement in the de­ 
tailed repo rt which say s spo nso rs need to 
co mmit themselv es to restricted dev elo p­ 
ment in the area. I do n’t fav o r g etting o ur­ 
selv es lo cked into so mething we’ll reg ret in 
so me federal pro g ram.” 
Densmo re assured Burke this o nly meant 
that any future dev elo pment in the area 
wo uld hav e to be wo rked into a plan to co ntro l 
run-o ff water. 
Nay lo r added, “ There’s no co st to us o n 
any thing . They (the federal g o v ernment) are 
do ing ev ery thing .” 
So il samples and preliminary studies o n 
the lake area are already under way , acco rd­ 
ing to Densmo re. 
The Willett, Ho fmann plan had the lake lo ­ 
cated so uth o f U.S. 5 2 , between the hig hway 
and the railro ad rig ht o f way . 
In anno uncing and sho wing samples o f a 
new co mputerized city budg et repo rt. Finan­ 


ce Co mmissio ner Walter Lo hse so unded a 
budg et warning . 
“ At this po int (the first quarter o f the fiscal 
y ea r), I hav e nev er seen the cash flo w so tig ht 
o r the city so lo w o n funds,” he asserted. “ The 
situatio n was so bad Treasurer Darlene Her­ 
zo g requested $15 0,000 in tax mo ney we 
weren’t scheduled to receiv e until Octo ber. 
We g o t the emerg ency pay ment fro m the 
co unty treasurer’s o ffice last Friday . We 
hav e no w receiv ed 8 0 per cent o f the funds we 
a re to g et fro m reg ular ta x es,” he ex plained. 
The tig ht mo ney situatio n may hav e 
pro mpted a decisio n to reject a request by 
Caro l Weiser and J ane Henley , two fo rmer 
emplo y es o f the Dix o n Po lice Dept., fo r par­ 
tial pay ment o f co st o f liv ing benefits. 
I^hse read letters fro m each. Miss Weiser 
had asked fo r two -thirds and Mrs. Henley felt 
she was due fiv e-six ths o f the $312 .8 7 co st o f 
liv ing pay ments which went to city emplo y es. 


Lo hse said he pro v ided members o f the 
co uncil a list o f 11 o ther emplo y es who had 
terminated their emplo y ment back to the 
J anuary -March quarter o f 19 73. 
“ We hav e nev er made a partial pay ment 
o f co st o f liv ing ,” Lo hse stated. “ I am co n­ 
v inced o ur po licy has been co rrect. We sho uld 
make o nly full quarter pay ments. I feel it 
wo uld be a g rav e erro r to start awarding par­ 
tial pay ments. These two were no n-co ntract 
emplo y es, I feel we can’t treat them mo re lib­ 
erally than co ntract w o rkers/’ 
Lo hse admitted in questio ning by Dens­ 
mo re the co ntract did no t specifically state 
the co st o f liv ing pay ments were o nly to be 
made at the end o f full quarters. 
Densmo re than co mmented, “ My initial 
reactio n two weeks ag o was y es to these re­ 
quests. I v iewed the co st o f liv ing benefits as a 
necessity rather than a fring e benefit. But the 
co ntract do es speak to it. My feeling s hav e 
chang ed.” 
Burke stated, “ I think it’s (no t g iv ing the 
partial pay ments) unfair. Chang ing so m e­ 
thing in a co ntract that’s unfair do esn’t scare 
m e.” 
Burke added he felt o nly a few hundred 
do llars wo uld be inv o lv ed. 
Lo hse answered the two requests alo ne 
wo uld amo unt to between $4 00 and $5 00. 
Burke reiterated, “ I do n’t think it’s fair 
and I hav en’t had my mind chang ed by any o f 
the arg uments.” 
Lo hse went into the thinking behind the 
co st o f liv ing i^y m ents and said it co uldn’t be 
do ne o n a basis o f day s o r weeks. ITiere was 


no o ther way to make a fair pay ment o ther 
than a full quarter. 
“ I am o ppo sed to it, but I’ll bo w to the m a ­ 
jo rity o f the co uncil,” Lo hse added. 
Nay lo r stated he felt a po licy had been es­ 
tablished in no t making partial pay ments. “ If 
there is a chang e in the po licy , it sho uld be 
do ne in the nex t co ntract.” 
Co mmissio ner Arthur To fte, o n v acatio n, 
was no t present, but Lo hse said To fte had in­ 
dicated to May o r Nay lo r he felt the partial 
pay ments sho uld no t be made. 
Mrs. Henley , co mmenting o n her request, 
said in the past thing s had been denied her be­ 
cause she was no t o n a co ntract and no w she 
felt the no n-co ntract status was being used in 
rev erse to deny this request. 
Lo hse asked fo r a specific instance where 
so mething had been denied her because she 
was no t o n a co ntract and she answered she 
co uld no t g iv e a specific item. 
In ano ther co ntract pro blem, Densmo re 
repo rted so me city street department wo rk­ 
ers are asked to wo rk o n the g arbag e trucks 
when g arbag e wo rkers are ill o r o n v acatio n. 
He said the wo rkers wanted to kno w if they 
co uld no t receiv e an additio nal 2 5 cents an 
ho ur when they wo rked o n the g arbag e truck. 
The co ntract, he said, do es speak o f a dif­ 
ferential pay ment when a wo rker g ets a full 
day in o n the sewer truck. 
Lo hse said he wo uld study the co ntract and 
try to determine if the ex tra pay sho uld be 
made. 
Densmo re, say ing the street department 
sho uld be mo v ing into the new g arag e near 
the airpo rt in Octo ber, said he felt so me new 
furniture sho uld be purchased. 
The present furniture has been picked up 
by g arbag e and trash crews. It’s all so me­ 
thing so meo ne else didn’t want,” he said. “ It 
seems a sin to put cast-o uts in the new build­ 
ing .” 
Lo hse ag reed the lo ung e area was a neces­ 
sary facto r at the g arag e. He said he wo uld 
co nfer with City Treasurer Herzo g to see if 
so me mo ney fo r furniture co uld be fo und. 
Dale Presley , chairman o f the Emerg ency 
Vehicle Co mmissio n, said the co mmissio n 
has been appro ached by the Department o f 
Transpo rtatio n abo ut funding 70 per cent o f 
the purchase o f a new updated ambulance. 
Presley intro duced Bill Willett o f the Dix ­ 
o n J a y cees, who said the J a y cees raised the 
mo ney fo r the o rig inal v ehicle and said the 
club was willing to try to raise the $5 ,000 it 
wo uld take as the city ’s share o f a new o ne, 
co sting fro m $16 ,000 to $18 ,000. 


Presley g o t the g o -ahead fro m the co uncil 
to pro ceed with the pro ject. 
The co uncil passed an o rdinance autho riz­ 
ing the sa le o f the city equipment at the Green 
Riv er landfill to Ro ck Valley Dispo sal, Inc., 
which lea ses the landfill. 
The price o f the machinery was ag reed 
upo n as a co mpro mise between the city ’s ap­ 
praised price and that o f an appraiser fo r the 
dispo sal firm. 
The drag line will bring $4 ,000, the co mpac- 
ter, $3,4 (X), and the crawler tracto r, $2 6 ,000. 
Lo hse ex plained this was the first step in 
the renewal o f the landfill lease fo r a 10-y ear 
perio d.

Busing only a last resort, he says 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Fo rd said to day he be­ 
liev es the federal co urts appar­ 
ently hav e no t taken sufficient 
no tice o f 19 74 leg islatio n that 
wo uld make fo rced busing o f 
scho o l children a last reso rt 
tactic. 
At the first news co nference 
he has held in his Ov al Office, 
co nv ened o n sho rt no tice. Fo rd 
also questio ned repo rts that the 
United States has ag reed to 
supply F16 fig hter bo mbers and 
Pershing m issiles to Israel fo r 
hav ing co ncluded a new Sinai 
ag reement with Eg y pt. 
The President, perched casu­ 
ally o n the fro nt edg e o f his big 
desk, said the United States has 
made no firm co mmitments to 
deliv er the military hardware 
and that any shipments are 
“ subject to neg o tiatio ns with Is­ 
ra el.”

Reminded that he, in a series

busing . Fo rd was asked if o ther 
appro aches wo uldn’t co st mo re 
mo ney . 


He said he believ ed additio n­ 
al federal mo ney already had 
been pro v ided to Bo sto n and 
Lo uisv ille.

Henry Kissinger signed a memoran­ 
du m with his Panamanian cou nter­ 
p art in early 1974 agreeing to hand 
oy er the Panama Canal, congres­ 
sional and p u blic reaction has been 
mou nting in intensity . 
No wonder. The canal belongs to 
the United States. 
The United States acq u ired sov ­ 
ereignty (not rental or lease) to the 
Canal Zone in p erp etu ity shortly af­ 
ter Panama seceded from Colombia 
in 1903. The Panamanians seceded 
becau se they wanted to p articip ate 
in the benefits the canal wou ld bring 
to their p art of the world, and they 
identified fu tu re su ccess with the 
United States, hav ing watched the 
French fail at attemp ts to bu ild a 
canal. Today , Panama has the high­ 
est standard of liv ing in Central 
America. 
In all, the United States has sp ent 
more than $166 million in acq u iring 
the Canal Zone. We p ay Panama an 
annu ity in lieu of p ay ments for the 
Panama Railroad amou nting to 
more than $2 million a y ear. 
The Panamanian gov ernment 
isn’t abou t to k ill the goose that laid 
the golden egg, as ev idenced by a se­ 
ries of ex p ensiv e, fu ll-color, dou ble­ 
p age ads in many U.S. magazines 
this su mmer, beck oning U.S. tou r­ 
ists to the Central American nation. 
Panam a’s gov ernment won’t 
(and can’t) k ill the goose, bu t 
they ’re bank ing on the State Dep art­ 
ment’s timidity and hazy v iew of 
history by Americans to lay title to 


all the goose’s eggs in the Isthmu s. 
Memories are so short that rela­ 
tiv ely few Americans recall that the 
leftist p rop aganda coming ou t of Pa­ 
nama today , asserting “sov ereign­ 
ty ” ov er the canal, hinting at sabo­ 
tage and condemning the United 
States for “colonialism,” is all com­ 
ing from the same regime that ov er­ 
threw an elected, p ro-U.S. gov ern­ 
ment ju st sev en y ears ago. 
The incu bation of the p resent 
Marx ist gov ernment goes back a 
long way . When the Commu nist Par­ 
ty of Panama was fou nded in 1930, 
its charter sp elled ou t two k ey goals: 
1. gain control of the gov ernment 
throu gh the armed forces; 2. nation­ 
alize the Canal Zone v ia treaty nego­ 
tiations. 
Goal No. 1 was realized when, on 
Oct. 11, 1968, the armed forces 
(called the National Gu ard) ov er­ 
threw the newly inau gu rated gov ­ 
ernment of President Arnu lfo Arias. 
Arias, p resident twice before (and 
denied office a third time by ap p ar­ 
ent v ote frau d), had been an ou t­ 
sp ok en critic of Sov iet designs on the 
canal since his first election in 1940. 
Slowly , ov er the y ears, a cadre of 
y ou ng, carefu lly indoctrinated 
Marx ist military officers grew in 
size in the National Gu ard u ntil it 
was strong enou gh to bring off the 
cou p . 
On seizing the gov ernment, they 
immediately disbanded the National 
Assembly , censored the p ress and 
su sp ended civ il rights. There hasn’t 
been an election since. Today , the 
gov ernment sp eak s not for the p eo­ 
p le of Panama, bu t for the gu ns of 
the National Gu ard. 
So far, it has su cceeded in intimi­ 
dating ou r State Dep artment. As 
colu mnist M. Stanton Ev ans com­ 
mented recently , “The argu ments 
u sed to ju stify this cou rse of action 


(giv eaway of the canal) are v intage 
Western gu ilt comp lex , familiar to 
stu dents of ou r dip lomacy .” 
In addition to Kissinger’s memo­ 
randu m (which, by the way , contra­ 
dicts a 1907 U.S. Su p reme Cou rt de­ 
cision reaffirming U.S. sov ereignty 
ov er the Canal Zone), the Panama­ 
nian gov ernment has acq u ired from 
the so-called nonaligned nations 
grou p a resolu tion su p p orting its 
claim. 
This sp ring it added a similar 
resolu tion from the Organization of 
American States. This fall it will 
seek one from the U.N. General As­ 
sembly . 


Close observ ers of the Panama 
scene believ e that, with or withou t 
this last docu ment, strongman 
Omar Torrijos will mak e p rop agan­ 
da hay ov er these resolu tions “legit­ 
imizing” his claims. He may mov e 
on the Canal Zone, not with gu ns fir­ 
ing, bu t by walk ing (p ossibly hand in 
hand with another Latin American 
head of state or two) into the zone 
and deliv ering docu ment annou nc­ 
ing its “nationalization.” 
Shou ld that hap p en, the United 
States wou ld face some u nhap p y 
choices, for almost any resp onse 
cou ld be u sed as a p retex t for well- 
coached rioters to go to work . 
It can be p rev ented. Congress’ 
balk y mood ov er a new treaty can 
show stiff p op u lar resistance to a 
giv eaway . 
The gov ernment can go fu rther 
with p rev entiv e step s by mak ing it 
clear to Torrijos & Co. (well in ad­ 
v ance) that it will not p ermit a 
“walk -in” or any attemp t to force­ 
fu lly tak e ov er the canal. Deny To­ 
rrijos entry at the gate and he’s lost 
his p rop aganda adv antage; let him 
stroll in and he’s sitting in the cat­ 
bird seat.

confused w orld 


When I stroll throu gh the p ark , 
watching little children p lay ing, I 
cannot help bu t ask my self, how 
will they grow u p in this world of 
confu sion. And au tomatically my 
thou ghts wandered back to my 
own childhood. 
I was brou ght u p with lov e, 
and religiou sly tau ght to resp ect 
and to lov e my fellow man. I had 
gradu ated ju st a y ear from bu si­ 
ness school in Germany , when 
Hitler came to p ower and this 
cou ntry had su ffered a bad crisis. 
I hav e seen what witchcraft can 
do and how it affected this cou n­ 
try , dru mming u p hate, telling the 
p eop le let’s get rid of ou r crisis, 
k illing six million Jews, and non- 
Jews, who op p osed him, some 
ou tliv ed the concentration camp s 
to tell the story of “The Pu re Ari- 
an Race,” following a mad man. I 
hav e seen religiou s sp irit, leaders 
and ministers, strip p ed of their 
fu nctions teaching in school, re­ 
p laced by Storm Troop ers, wear­ 
ing SS or SA Nazi u niform a band 


on the arm with a Swastik a. 
How wou ld y ou lik e a Nazi or 
Commu nist teach y ou r child cate­ 
chism, “their v ersion of reli­ 
gion” ? Bu t ex terminating six 
million Jews was not the answer 
to Germany ’s p roblem nor p eace, 
while the world look ed on, withou t 
mov ing a finger, say ing it is an in­ 
ternal affair of Germany . 
Bu t Hitler had far more in 
mind, once he receiv ed recogni­ 
tion. He wanted to ru le the world, 
which was too blind to see this, as 
long as he k ep t them bu sy with 
the fate of the Jews. Prime Minis­ 
ter Nev ille Chamberlain flew to 
Mu nich to sign a nonaggression 
p act with Hitler in 1938, which 
was a worthless p iece of p ap er. 
Lik e a mad dog, almost with no 
resistance, Hitler § wep t throu gh 
other cou ntries, cap tu ring Au s­ 
tria, Holland, Poland, Hu ngary , 
France and then attack ed Eng­ 
land. Finally the world wok e u p . 
The non-mix -in p olicy had cost 
the world a second world war. 
Again the world has not learned 
any thing from this ex p erience 
and the warning of the Ru ssian 
writer Alex ander I. Solzhenitsy n, 
who ap p eared on TV say ing, 


“Any cou ntry , who op p resses its 
p eop le, p racticing discrim ina­ 
tion, is dangerou s and p rone to 
mak e war, tak en slightly or ig­ 
nored.” 
Hav ing talk ed with sev eral re­ 
ligiou s leaders and ministers, 
abou t the war in Ireland and the 
Middle East situ ation, they all 
agreed with me, that the cau se is 
not religiou s, bu t rather p olitical. 
The p roblem of the Palestinians is 
not a refu gee p roblem either, bu t 
p olitical, a weap on against Israel, 
both influ enced by Ru ssia. With 
the Palestinian Liberation Organ­ 
ization, named the only rep re­ 
sentativ e grou p for all Palestin­ 
ians, p eace negotiations, with Ya- 
sir Arafat, their leader and 
sp ok esman, a terrorist, em­ 
braced by the United Nations (he 
has a “Hitler” ambition), p eace 
negotiations are hamp ered or 
hard to be k ep t. The terrorist 
grou p s are scattered all ov er the 
world, an u ndergrou nd organiza­ 
tion, and terrorism becomes 
worldwide, and one of their mas­ 
terp ieces was when they k illed 11 
Israeli sp ortsmen at the Oly mp ic 
Games in Mu nich 1872.

Best timber deserts 
ship of state

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Some 
months back , the director of the U.S. 
Army Electronic Warfare Laborato­ 
ry wrote President Ford . . . “in the 
18 months since I assu med this re­ 
sp onsibility I hav e lost . . . a dep u ty 
director, an’associate director and 
three technical area chiefs . . . to re­ 
tirement (and new careers) . . . fiv e 
of the top eight p eop le . . . this situ a­ 
tion is (du p licated) throu ghou t the 
federal serv ice. I note that in my 
former laboratory . . . two of the 
most p rodu ctiv e defense scientists 
of ou r time are leav ing this month 
. . . we are losing ou r leader­ 
ship . . 
The rate of resignations among 
top p rofessional emp loy es has dou ­ 
bled since 1970. Retirements in the 
higher echelons ju mp ed 50 p er cent 
between 1973 and 1974. 
Today , more than 20 p er cent of 
the gov ernment’s top officials—u su ­ 
ally the best ones—are now either 
q u itting their jobs or retiring early . 
Middle and lower grade emp loy es, 
and the mediocre among the top 
graders, hav e been stay ing on. 
Data now being comp iled giv es 
an ominou s warning of how far and 
how fast this trend is p roceeding. 
In Ju ne, six of the Treasu ry De­ 
p artment’s 12 top officials said they 
were leav ing. In the p rev iou s fiv e 
months 17 Defense ex ecu tiv es re­ 


signed. The chief economist of the 
Commerce Dep artment’s Bu reau of 
Economic Analy sis and the clinical 
director of the National Cancer In­ 
stitu te left. The list goes on and on. 
The hiring of top flight men and 
women for k ey p osts has become 
more difficu lt. In one series of re­ 
p orts a while back , the chief actu ary 
p osition at Social Secu rity had been 
v acant 15 months, the directorship 
of the National Institu te on Aging of 
the National Institu tes of Health 
since May 1974. Only three of 15 ad­ 
ministrativ e law ju dgeship s at the 
National Labor Relations Board had 
been filled. Six highly q u alified indi­ 
v idu als had tu rned down the p ost of 
senior sp ecialist in tax ation and fis­ 
cal p olicy at the Library of Con­ 
gress. For months there had been no 
p rogram director for chemotherap y 
or p rogram director for cancer cen­ 
ters at the National Cancer Institu te. 
Time may hav e ou tdated the ex am­ 
p les in these rep orts; the ov er-all 
situ ation today is the same. 
For the ru n of the mill bu reau ­ 
crats of av erage ability , gov ernment 
salaries and benefits are far and 
away abov e those in p riv ate indu s­ 
try . These wou ld be fools to leav e. 
For men and women of ou tstand­ 
ing talent and leadership , those cap ­ 
able of holding down critical p osts in 
indu stry and in u niv ersities, gov ern­ 
ment salaries cannot comp ete. Yet 


these men and women are the y east 
which stimu lates whatev er p rogress 
the gov ernment mak es. 
Loy alty and lov e for their jobs, 
hold nu mbers of these p eop le. Bu t 
when indu stry offers a man almost 
dou ble what he’s getting in gov ern­ 
ment, as hap p ened with the Agricu l­ 
tu re Dep artment’s director of au to­ 
mated data sy stems, what is he to 
do? Or how many men and women 
can reject ou tside offers 40 p er cent 
abov e their gov ernment salaries? 


The gov ernment’s generou s re­ 
tirement sy stem is a p art of the 
p roblem. For a man or woman who 
begins a federal career early in life, 
and reaches top statu s, retirement 
with a tidy income can begin at 55 or 
50 at $22,000 to $24 ,000. It is therefore 
v ery attractiv e to retire and mov e 
into p riv ate life for another eight to 
10 y ears of work . Adding a high in­ 
du stry salary to the generou s gov ­ 
ernment retirem ent p ay ments 
means a v ery fine scale of liv ing, in­ 
deed. 
Thu s, as ou tlined abov e, while 
many gov ernment emp loy es are 
ov erp aid for the work they do, the 
cream of the crop , the ones worth 
their p ay and more, are being 
drained away , leav ing more and 
more of the bu reau cratic leadership 
in the hands of the time serv ers. 
This cou ld lead to disaster. 


Occupational foreclosure plague

Almost 70 p er cent p rojected 
I themselv es into adu lt roles, in- 
i: elu ding sp ecific occu p ations. Bu t 
>: the little girls p u t themselv es into 
a p arental role mu ch more often 
:j than the boy s did. And when nam- 
:j ing sp ecific occu p ations, the girls 
;j: v iewed themselv es in su ch tradi- 
tional female fields as nu rsing 
and teaching, while the boy s 
£ chose to be doctors, p rofessional 
athletes, race car driv ers, air- 
£ p lane p ilots, p olicemen and fire- 
:j: men. 
£ 
Lik e the females, black chil- 
£ dren also had more limited v oca- 
tional asp irations, a finding, say 
v the inv estigators, that is consist- 
£ ent with p rev iou s observ ations 
£ that lower-class black y ou ths 
£ don’t think they hav e a lot to say 
£ abou t their v ocational fu tu res, 
v Black s and women share a dou bt 
£ in the “ability to shap e one’s fu - 
£ tu re and ex ert influ ence ov er 
£ one’s own life situ ation.” 


Eq u ality of op p ortu nity is not 
enou gh, conclu de Vondracek and 
Kirchner. Children also need to be 
tau ght “eq u ality of asp irations,” 
and edu cators need to attack the 
“foreclosu re” p henomenon at its 
roots in the p reschool y ears. 
One hesitates to issu e a cau ­ 
tion against su ch a p rop osition. 
From time immemorial the racist 
has claimed that black s wou ld be 
“hap p ier” if they were not en­ 
cou raged to striv e bey ond their 
allegedly inferior abilities. The 
same argu ment was u sed to op ­ 
p ose the abolition of slav ery and 
the granting of su ffrage to wom­ 


en. 
Of cou rse, no child’s fu tu re 
shou ld be “foreclosed” becau se of 
this race, sex or back grou nd, and 
certainly not in the p reschool 
y ears. The danger wou ld be if so­ 
cial reformers were to go bey ond 
the concep t of eq u ality of op p or­ 
tu nity and begin demanding 
eq u ality of achiev ement as well, 
p lacing well-intended bu t u nwise 
p ressu res on children in the p roc­ 
ess. 
It’s conceiv ably p ossible, for 
ex amp le, that some little girls 
ju st natu rally want to grow u p to 
be mothers.

Th e wo rld g rain su p p ly fo r 
1975-76 ap p ears to be slig h tly 
larg er th an in th e 1974-75 m ar­ 
k et y ear by abo u t two p er cen t. 
Ho wev er, reserv es will be 
small an d mo stly in th e Un ited 
States, acco rdin g to th e USDA’s 
Fo reig n Ag ricu ltu ral Serv ice. 
Based o n mid-Au g u st cro p 
p ro sp ects, p ro du ctio n is ex ­ 
p ected to be 953 millio n metric 
to n s, u p 3 .5 p er cen t fro m 1974. 
Yet, th e carry o v er sto ck s o f 100 
millio n metric to n s are 10 p er 
cen t smaller. Th u s, th e g ain in 
wo rld su p p lies is o n ly two p er 
cen t. 
Co n su mp tio n is ex p ected to 
in crease by abo u t th e same rate 
o v er th e p ast y ear as reco v ery 
beg in s in th e wo rld’s liv esto ck 
in du stries. So , th e rebu ildin g o f 
g rain reserv es, esp ecially fo o d 


g rain s, mu st wait. 
Th e 1975-76 wo rld wh eat 
su p p ly is estimated to be abo u t 
411 millio n metric to n s, co m­ 
p ared to 408 millio n in 1974-75. 
To tal p ro du ctio n o f 3 58 millio n 
metric to n s is u p sev en millio n , 
carry o v er sto ck s are smaller 
an d wo rld co n su mp tio n o f 
wh eat will in crease becau se 
Ru ssia is ap p aren tly fillin g h er 
feed -g rain d eficit with im ­ 
p o rted wh eat. Th e So v iet’s 1975 
wh eat cro p o f 85 millio n metric 
to n s was slig h tly larg er th an in 
1974.

I get conflicting stories on whether or not Medicare 
will pay for dental care. Can y ou straighten this out?— 
K.J. 
Dear Mrs. J: 
A limited amount of dental care is provided under 
Part B of Medicare—medical insurance. Medicare will 
not cover the cost of such regular dental care as the treat­ 
ment, filling, removal or replacement of teeth, nor will it 
help pay for root canal work or surgery for impacted 
teeth. Dental plates and other devices are also not cov­ 
ered. 
What is covered by Medicare is dental care involving 
surgey of the jaw and related facial bones, or the setting of 
broken bones in the jaw and face. In order to take part in 
Part B of the Medicare program, y ou must pay a monthly 
premium of $6.70. The cost of the premium can be auto­ 
matically deducted from y our monthly Social Security 
check. Because the amount of dental care coverage pro­ 
vided by Medicare is limited, y ou might want to keep this 
in mind if y ou’re thinking about purchasing a supplemen­ 
tal health insurance plan to help pay y our medical bills. 
Some of the confusion may stem from the fact that 
Medicaid (medical assistance), the program for low-in- 
come families and financed by both the state and federal 
governments, provides broader dental coverage. Medic­ 
aid will help pay for “essential and standard” services 
which are necessary to preserve teeth and reduce pain. 
Prior approval is req uired for certain services, including 
care given in a location other than the dentist’s office. 


There are now two tax relief programs for seniors— 
the circuit breaker and the new sales tax grant. As I un­ 
derstand it, I can apply for both programs by filling out 
one form. But if I q ualify for tax relief, will I receive two 
checks or just one?—S.H. 
Dear Mr. H: 
If y ou q ualify , y ou will receive two checks—one for 
the circuit breaker, the other for the new grant. Each 
should be accompanied by a separate ex planation from 
the Departmnet of Revenue. In most instances, the larger 
grant will be the circuit breaker—they are now averaging 
about $175 per household. The new grants, which have 
been in effect only since April of 1975, are averaging about 
$80. 
One of the reasons for separate checks is the differ­ 
ence in eligibility req uirements for the two programs. 
Both programs req uire that y ou be 65 y ears old or disa­ 
bled, and that y our gross household income be less than 
$10,000 a y ear. If y ou meet those req uirements, y ou should 
be virtually certain of receiving one of the new grants, 
which range from $50 to $ 100. However, in order to receive 
a circuit breaker grant, y our property tax es (or an eq uiv­ 
alent in rent) must be greater than four per cent of y our 
income. Also, residents of public housing and tax -ex empt 
long term care institutions are not eligible for the circuit 
breaker, although they may q ualify for the new grant. 
Seniors continue to have many q uestions about the 
specifics of both of these programs. It is true that y ou need 
fill out only one form to apply for both programs. Some 
people will receive both grants, others just one, and a few 
will not q ualify for either grant. If y ou have problems with 
the form or have any q uestions about this tax relief, call 
the Senior Action Hotline. 


I recently received a circuit breaker form in the mail. 
However, I have already filled out a form and submitted it 
to the Department of Revenue, although I have not y et re­ 
ceived a grant. What should I do with this second form?— 
K.O. 
Dear Mrs. O: 
Don’t fill out more than one form for any one tax y ear. 
If y ou have already filled out an application based on the 
1974 tax y ear, don’t submit another. The first form will be 
processed within about six to eight weeks. 
It is still possible for those who are just finding out 
about the program to apply for grants based on the 1972 
and 1973 tax y ears, although the eligibility for those grants 
is not as broad as it is today . Look for the tax y ear in the 
upper left hand corner of the application form, and don’t 
send in more than one. It is not uncommon for a senior to 
come across more than one application form—the Depart­ 
ment of Revenue mails them automatically to those who 
applied the previous y ear, and another mailing was sent 
to those on the Secretary of State’s driver lists. They are 
also passed out at club meetings and are available 
through several local and State offices. 
Persons may call the toll-free Senior Action Hot­ 
line 800-252-6565 with q uestions or complaints about 
government agencies or programs or for information 
about tax relief, health care, food stamps, Social Se­ 
curity , employ ment, housing or legal aid.

Phy sicia ns a nd re­ 
sea rchers pro bed to disco v er if it were po ssi­ 
ble tha t Verna ’s deg enera tiv e ey e disea se 
wa s a leg a cy fro m her Eng lish a ncesto rs. 
Whether she inherited the tra it o r no t is 
still a co ntro v ersy a nd irrelev a nt a s fa r a s 
Verna ’s co ncerned. Pa st pro blems required 
present da y so lutio ns. 
At the o nset o f her blindness she v isited a 
co uple o f phy sicia ns a nd wa s ev entua lly re­ 
ferred to the Univ ersity o f Io wa Resea rch 
Ho spita l in June o f 
1962. There, in the Depa rt­ 
ment o f Ophtha lmo lo g y a t Io wa City , her phy ­ 
sicia n, Dr. E. A. Bra ley determined tha t Ver­ 
na required a co mea l tra nspla nt. 
This mea nt the surg ica l remo v a l o f the 
disea sed co rnea a nd the repla cement o f new 
tra nspa rent tissue fo rming the o uter co a t o f 
the ey eba ll, co v ering the iris a nd pupil. 
The graftin g o f co rn eal tissu e is med ically 
termed as k erato p lasty an d has been p er­ 
fo rmed sin ce the 19 40’s with o n e su ccessfu l 
tran sp lan t reco rd ed as far far back as 1905. 
Hea ring o f the successful ca se histo ries 


an d the co n fid en ce she had gain ed in the ho s­ 
p ital su rgeo n an d staff, help ed o v erco me her 
ap p rehen sio n an d she o p timistically sign ed 
o n the waitin g list at the ey e ban k there. 
Then , she an d her hu sban d , Charles, mad e 
the three-ho u r d riv e back to Po lo an d their 
len gthy v igil co mmen ced . 
Ev ery d ay fo r the n ex t six mo n ths Vern a 
an d Charles were n o t to be away fro m their 
telep ho n e, the magical lin k , fo r mo re than 
two ho u rs at a time. 
Vern a’s sp irits v irtu ally sagged an d 
so ared in co n flict. Win ter came an d d isco n ­ 
ten t an d the fast ap p ro achin g ho lid ay s lack ed 
the u su al lu ster o f an ticip atio n . 
Then ju st 10 d ay s befo re Christmas, o n 
Dec. 15, the call came thro u gh. They had a d o ­ 
n o r.

A few clo se frien d s were q u ick ly called , 
then Vern a an d the su itcase, p ack ed sin ce 
Ju n e, were whisk ed o u t the d o o r. 
Three ho u rs later they arriv ed again in 
Io wa an d she was p ro mp tly go wn ed , p rep p ed 
an d tran sp o rted to the o p eratin g ro o m. Less 
than an ho u r later the su rgery was co mp lete 
an d an o ther v igil had begu n .

An o ther o p eratio n was sched u led an d this 
time d eclared an emergen cy . Du e to the fo re­ 
sight o f her su rgeo n who is also an av id 
“ham” rad io o p erato r, a n ew p ro gram had 
been d ev elo p ed in 1962 called the Ey e Ban k 
Netwo rk . This fast an d efficien t metho d o f 
co mmu n icatio n k eep s in d irect co n tact with 
the ey e ban k s, each statio n rep resen tin g an 
ey e ban k in a d ifferen t p art o f the co u n try . In 
cases o f emergen cy , lik e Vern a’s, where the 
ey e tissu e is n o t o btain able lo cally , the ham 
rad io o p erato r bro ad casts the n eed o n all sta­ 
tio n s. Thro u gh the u se o f this v o lu n tary serv ­ 
ice ey es can be o btain ed an d flo wn an y where 
in the Un ited States. 
Tho u gh the Ey e Ban k Asso ciatio n o f 
America was fo rmed in 1961, the n etwo rk has 
mad e their p u rp o se mo re fu n ctio n al. So , 
than k s to a ham o p erato r, Vern a’s n eed s were 
fu lfilled an d a seco n d o p eratio n was p er­ 
fo rmed . 
Sad ly , mo re p ro blems aro se in the fo rm o f 
ad hesio n s req u irin g su rgery again an d the 
seco n d tran sp lan t was d eemed a failu re. 
Becau se o f the co mp licated facto rs an d 
chemicals mak in g u p a p erso n ’s bo d y it is d if­ 
ficu lt to fin d a co mp atible d o n o r fo r a p atien t. 
Vern a k n ew this bu t she also k n ew it wasn ’t 
ho p eless—if they co u ld d o it o n ce, twice, they 
co u ld try again . 
The n ex t tran sp lan t was o n the right ey e in 
1964 an d p ro v ed that Vern a’s faith was n o t in 
v ain .

The Doctor Says:

D EAR DR. LAM B — I am 70 
and have osteoarthritis in an 
ankle. I ’ve had two “ break 
throughs” in the joint, for 
which 
my 
doctor 
has 
prescribed aspirin and the last 
time Butazolidin. 
With 
this 
treatment it took about six 
weeks until I could play golf, 
which is my main hobby. 
I have two questions. Do you 
think playing golf may con­ 
tribute to a recurrence? What 
happens to the joint when the 
improvement 
comes 
after 
about a month? Is it tem­ 
porary? 
D EAR REA D ER — The most 
common mistake most people 
make with arthritis 
is not 
enough, too much, or the 
wrong kind of activity. It is 
important to have movement 
through the full range of all 
joints regularly. 
Osteoarthitis is a wear and 
tear process and too much of 
the wrong exercise increases 
the wear. Most people with 
osteo-arthritis do better to have 
some mild exercise involving 
full movement and then to rest. 
I would suggest you can 
minimize your ankle damage 
by keeping your weight down 
and in between golf games get 
off your feet and rest your 
ankle. Minimize the work your 
ankle must do. 
The pain of osteoarthritis is 
relieved by resting the involved 
joint. If the hip is involved bed 
rest will usually relieve the 
pain in a relatively short time. 
With severe cases it is better to 
be up for a short time each day, 
then back to bed — intersperse 
activity with rest during the 


day. 
If you play too much golf, 
walk too much, weigh too muoh 
and otherwise wear your ankle, 
it will contribute to a recur­ 
rence or progression of your 
problem. 
The improvement you notice 
with treatment is. usually 
because the irritation to the soft 
tissues from mechanical injury 
subsides. When drugs diminish 
inflammation or the joint is 
rested so the soft tissues can 
heal, there is improvement. If 
you return to abusing the joint 
the symptoms will recur. Note 
this 
is 
different 
from 
rheumatoid 
(inflammatory) 
arthritis which can come and 
go sometimes in spite of the 
doctor and the patient. 
D EAR DR. LAM B — My hus­ 
band is on a low cholesterol 
diet. He likes bananas, and 
someone told us they are high in 
cholesterol. I have never heard 
that. Is it true? 
D EA R REA D ER - Com­ 
pletely false. Plants and plant 
products 
do 
not 
contain 
cholesterol. You only find 
cholesterol in animal products, 
meat, milk and eggs. 
Some vegetable products are 
high in fat which can cause the 
body 
to 
form 
increased 
amounts of fat. A good example 
here is coconut oil which is high 
in saturared fat and should be 
avoided by anyone on a low-fat, 
low-cholesterol diet. 
Bananas are very low in fat 
content. The only drawback 
they have is that if you really go 
overboard and eat so many that 
you increase your calorie in­ 
take.

Among the axioms of sales 
psychology, it is very wise to 
cultivate 
your 
memory 
for 
names and faces. 
But a corollary of that axiom 
is the fact you must deftly make 
sure your prospects quickly be­ 
come familiar with your name, 
too! 
For people are less likely to 
buy from a stranger than from 
somebody with whom they feel 
acquainted! 
And by the indirect discourse 
method, you can make a 
strange prospect feel like he (or 
she) has known you for a long 
time. 
“ Mrs. Brown,” Harold can 
begin as he demonstrates his 
encylclopedia, “ your neighbor, 
Mrs. Smith, down the street 
says her Bobby and Janet 
pester her with constant ques­ 
tions. 
“ And she said to me, ‘Mr. 
Kay, I can see how this en­ 
cyclopedia will save me a lot of 
time, for now I can let Bobby 
and Janet look up the answers 
to their own questions.’ ” 
In this manner Harold can 
deftly work his own name into 
the sales interview till Mrs. 
Brown knows his name as well 
as he knows hers! 


As a result, Mrs. Brown will 
soon be calling him “ Mr. Kay” 
and this familiarity with his 
name, will 
subconsciously 
make her feel well acquianted. 
That will thus reduce the 
latent fear most prospects have 
of dealing with a stranger.

DETROIT (AP) — The my s­ 
tery ab ou t CTiarles “Chu ckie” 
O’Brien is his relu ctance to co­ 
operate with a federal grand 
ju ry sworn to find ou t what 
happened to Jimmy Hoffa, the 
man who raised O’Brien from 
childhood. 
O’Brien has refu sed to coop­ 
erate with a federal grand ju ry 
prob ing the disappearance of 
the man Chu ckie himself say s 
he idolizes. 
“Chu ckie lov ed Jim m y ,” a 
pu zzled u nion sou rce said when 
O’Brien b ecame a central fig­ 
u re in the Hoffa case. “He 
adored 
him. 
Nob ody 
here 
thinks Chu ckie is actu ally in­ 
v olv ed.” 
O’Brien say s he was 3 when 
his father was killed on a pick­ 
et line. 
O’Brien’s mother, Sy lv ia, who 
died sev eral y ears ago, b rou ght 
Chu ckie to Detroit in the late 
19 3 0s when she got a job as a 
Team sters organizer. 
O’Brien’s mother and Mrs. 
Hoffa b ecame close friends 
and, when Mrs. O’Brien rem ar­ 
ried, her son b ecame part of 
the Hoffa hou sehold. 
“I tau ght little Jimmy how to 
walk,” O’Brien has said of 
Jam es P. Hoffa, Hoffa’s son, 
who say s O’Brien knows some­ 
thing ab ou t his father’s dis­ 
appearance. 
Hoffa was president of De­ 
troit Local 29 9 when he desig­ 
nated his foster son Chu ckie a 
b u siness agent at the age of 18. 
“He’s the only father I hav e 
ev er known,” O’Brien said two 
y ears ago when it was dis­ 
closed that Hoffa signed papers 
in 19 6 4 designating O’Brien as 
his adopted son. The action, 
taken shortly b efore Hoffa went 
to prison, was a dev ice to b y ­ 
pass regu lations which limit

Then O’Brien dis­ 
appeared for a few day s him­ 
self. He su rfaced the following 
week to talk to FBI agents. 
The names of Hoffa and 
Giacalone 
hav e 
long 
b een 
linked. Nine y ears ago, Giaca­ 
lone attended a Teamsters con­ 
v ention in Miami Beach and 
Hoffa warmly defended him. 
“There is no su ch thing as a 
Mafia in Detroit,” Hoffa said at 
the conv ention. Hoffa told his 
family he was on his way to 
meet Giacalone the day he dis­ 


appeared. 


So O’Brien’s attorney say s he 
regards it as nothing u nu su al 
for trained dogs 
to 
detect 
Hoffa’s scent in the car b elong­ 
ing to Giacalone’s son and driv ­ 
en b y O’Brien the day Hoffa 
disappeared. After all, said 
O’Brien’s attorney , Hoffa and 
the Giacalones hav e known 
each other for y ears.

An eye bank exists to obtain eyes from donors as 


soon as possible after death The eye bank is not a 


storehouse for eyes. Eyes must be obtained 


preferable within 3 to 4 hours after death The eye 


bank must then examine them and deliver them to 


doctors who can use them for corneal transplants, 


for vitreous (eye fluid) implant purposes, or for 


scientific study. Eyes remain good for fresh corneal 


transplants for about 24 hours.
